U N IT E D NATIONS, N. Y. IJP, 
—Angered by the defiant walk­

tampering in Hungarian 
affairs. 
Three more nations — Spain. 
Turkey and Colombia — threw in 
their support, bringing the reso­ 
lution's total sponsoring to 20 as 
the General Assembly went on 
with its latest round of debate on 
the Hungarian crisis. 
The 20 sponsors met last night 
to discuss a companion resolution 
entered by India and her three 
closest Asian allies— Burma, Cey­ 
lon and 
Indonesia. 
The

proposal omits actual condemna­ 
tion of 
Russia . But U. S 
Chief 
Delegate Henry Cabot Iaxlge .!r. 
to ld his co -spo nso rs it was n o te­ 
w o rthy in tha; it implied a strong 
rebuke. 
Lodge was slated to take the

late today to analyze the 
Asian proposal. It would have U. 
N. Secretary Dag H am m ai'kjold 
negotiate 
with 
both 
Hungary 
and Russia for withdrawal of So­ 
viet troops from Hungary. The 
Budapest regime already has ig­ 
nored or rejected four previous 
Assembly icsoiuUon* calling for 
ad mis ion of U. N. observers and 
withdrawal of the Russian for­ 
ces. 
Informed sources *aid the 2>i 
sponsors of the U. S. proposal 
agreed to drive for a q uick vote 
on their own resolution and then 
to suggest a paragraph by para- 
giaph balloi on the Indian pro­ 
posal. This would leave the As­ 
sembly free to select whatever 
paits it wanted. 
General resentm ent over Hun­ 
gary’s flouting of the Assembly 
took a *harp upturn after Foreign 
Minister Imre Horvath 
stalked 
out of the assembly 
yesterday, 
declaring his 
government, 
had 
been “disgracefully offended” by 
U. N. fellow members. The anger 
mounted as 
three other So\ iet 
satellite® — Rulgaiia. Albania and 
White Russia — chorused Mos­ 
cow's claim that the United States 
and other Western powers had 
touched off the Hungarian revolt 
and were responsible

Putting Britain in favor of thy

WHOSE BABY IS IT ANYWAY? 
For the benefit of. those people who wonder why the Com­ 
munity Chest includes the Missouri Delta Community Hospital 
in its annual budget, ar.d for those who wonder what the hos- 
pit<^ uses the money for anyway, here’s a glimpse of just one 
typictd problem picked out of the scores that beset the institu­ 
tion, and, frankly 
R. J . Genius, the adm inistrator, would wel­ 
come any constructive suggestion as to what to do. 
On December 4 at 6:10 p m. the PortagevilJe police brought 
a colored man to the hospital, who was badly cut about the 
lace and head and had a dislocated hip. The officers said he 
was a victim of a traffic accident; that they had first taken him 
to the Pemiscot Memorial Hospital at Hayti, where he had 
been refused adm ittance because he came from another county 
and they didn't take charity cases from any other county. So, 
the story goes, they took the man to a doctor's office and liter­ 
ally dumped him on the 
office floor. When the doctor saw the 
man. he immediately ordered he be taken to a hospital. Then 
the officers called the Sikeston hospital, where they ^aid they 
would treat him. 
So the man was brought here, treated for his cuts and bruises 
and had his hip put back in place at 
a cost of around $170. So 
far, so good. But, with the patient ready to be discharged from 
the hospital, it seems nobody w tnts to lake him off the hos­ 
pital’s hands. Calls to the Portageville police get no acceptance 
of responsibility. The proseruting attorney’s office at New Mad­ 
rid disclaims any responsibility for him. 
In short, this man is 
a man without a county. Just whose 
problem is he anyway? 
Granted New Madrid county gives the hospital an annua) 
sum to handle charity cases from there, but that doesn’t mean 
this hospital, after treating his injuries, is called upon to let the 
patient become a sort of version of ‘the man who came to din­ 
ne r ’ He was brought in by New’ Madrid officials, from a New 
Madrid county town, so it would appear that New Madrid coun­ 
ty should take him back now that his wounds are healed. The 
money New Madrid county allowed this hospital to handle its 
charity cases, according to Mr. Gen ins. has long been used up 
for New Madrid county patients, so this $170 comes out of the 
money you contributed. 
Now the hospital wants 1o discharge the man, but he can’t 
walk and no one will come and get him. 
Just whose baby is he anyway? Shall he be dumped out of 
the hospital on the highway? 
You answer, we can't.

Steel, and the Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Co., sixth largest, an­ 
nounced yesterday an agreement 
under which Bethlehem would ac­ 
q uire Youngstown in exchange for 
Bethlehem common stock. 
In Washington, Atty. Gen. Her­ 
bert Brownell immediately said 
the Justice Department will take 
prompt action in the federal courts 
seeking to bar the proposed m erg­ 
er.

I Ba d ly Needed 


Faced 
with 
a 
certain 
power 
i demand that will not only tax 
the maximum capacity of the ex­ 
isting pow'er plant but, in fact, 
be beyond its power to furnish, 
the Board of Public Works, E. P. 
Coleman told the Kiwanis Club 
Tdfcsday night, has had a thor­ 
ough investigation made of 
all 
possible remedies to find a way 
to prepare for the expected in­ 
crease in the electrical load. 
If the present rate of increase ! 
in demand for power continues, j 
and there is no visible reason to 
believe it will not continue, Mr. 
Coleman said, by 19 58 the city’s- 
power plant will not be able to j 
meet the demand. 
Conseq uently 
the city must 
fake action to increase its facil­ 
ities to meet the service demand 
that is inevitable. 
Recently an engineering firm, 
specialists in planning and build­ 
ing power plants, 
was engaged 
to make an exhaustive survey of 
the city, its power facilities and 
recommend what should be done. 
Taking into consideration the 
maximum capacity of the present 
plant. 7.300 KW, plus the power 
purchased from SPA amounting} 
to 3.000 KW as against the pres- 
j 
ent and expected power demand, 
the engineers recommend the im­ 
mediate construction of a steam 
power generating plant 
with a 
capacity of 5.000 KW to be sta ll­ 
ed immediatelv, 
and 
estimated , 
another 7.500 KW unit would be 
needed by 19 65. 
Even if the Board decide* to 
build such a plant, and it should 
be started early next year. Mr. 
Coleman said, it would take two 
years to build and could nq t be 
ready until early in 19 59 . 
Such a plant would cost about 
two million dollars and to get 
this it would be necessary to ask 
the public to v ote a bond issue j 
of a million and a half dollars. 
The other five hundred thousand 
would be available from funds of ( 
the Board of Public Works. 
If such a bond issue was pass­ 
ed. " Mr. Coleman 
said. 
there 
would be no increase either in 
taxes or power rates, 
but the 
bonds would be retired, over 
a j 
period of years, with the revenue 
derived from ’he sale of power. 
The only ’hings that would in­ 
fluence or compel an increase in } 
rates would bo an advance in the i 
cost of labor and fuel. 
% 
j 
Asked what fuel would be used 
to generate steam for the plant, 
Mr. Coleman said it would be j 
coal for general use. although the 
plant would be eq uipped for gas 
firing. Coal, he said, would be 
the cheapest fuel. Fuel oil is be­ 
coming so high in cost that it is 
not competitive with coal and the 
i gas supplied here cannot be de- 
i pended upon for a steady and un- 
! broken supply. 
However, Mr. Coleman contin­ 
ued. while the Board is seriously 
1 considering the erection of 
a new 
plant, 
no definite decision has 
been 
reached. There are other 
possible avenues by which to ap­ 
proach the problem. It might be 
i possible, with the completion of 
the Table Rock project, to buy 
more power from SPA. This pro­ 
cedure, however, is not entirely 
desirable because, with changing 
i administrations, there is no cer­ 
tainty that the regulations would 
not be changed and there would 
always be uncertainty as to what 
would happen. 
It had also been suggested, he 
i said, that the <t>' buy out the 
: Missouri 
Utilities 
distribution 
i system and then buy power from 
i them. Even if this could be done , 
, he said, it might be the solution 
to the problem. 
If it is decided to build a new 
plant, it would be erected on a 
i 
site at the edge of town .and the 
\ 
present plant would be retained 
on a stand by basis and to help 
with peak loads. No actual site 
location has been selected. 
Mr. 
Coleman said, but it would re­ 
q uire at least ten acres.

Sees Danger 
Of Revolt in 
E. Germany 


PARIS (7P* — West Germany 
warned the North Atlantic Coun­ 
cil today there is grave danger 
of East Germany following Hun­ 
gary into rebellion against Mos­ 
cow’s domination — and NATO 
had better decide what to do if 
the revolt comes. 
West German 
Foreign 
Minis­ 
ter Heinrich von Brentano sought 
the advice of the other 14 NATO 
partners as the foreign, defense, 
and finance ministers of the alli­ 
ance met for the second day of 
their annual session. 
Von Brentano put this problem 
before the Allies: 
Any revolt 
in East Germany 
would 
generate strong 
pressure 
among the West German public 
lo rush some form of aid rather 
than stand by and see the lives 
of other Germans snuffed out. 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s 
government would resist involve­ 
ment for fear of inviting retalia­ 
tion from the Russian arm y just 
across the East-West border. The 
Bonn regime already has spread 
official word to the East Germans 
to avoid active resistance to the 
Communist regime of 
Premier 
Otto Grotrwohl. 
The West German government 
obviously fears it would be un­ 
able to restrain some West Ger­ 
man elements from crossing the 
border to aid the Germ;$os to the 
East, and this would provoke re­ 
taliations from the Russians.

Farm ers voted to con­ 
tinue rigid federal marketing q uo­ 
tas on upland cotton, extra long 
staple cotton, rice and 
peanuts. 
The q uotas are designed to help 
prevent production of surpluses. 
, Farm legislation this year pro­ 
duced some of the sharpest politi­ 
cal .skirmishing in Congress, with 
President Eisenhower vetoing one 
big Democratic bill. 
Th« corn referendum produced 
257 874 votes for the new proposal 
and 163.227 for the old one. This 
was a majority of 61.2 per cent 
for the new one. but a 66.7 per 
cent or two thirds majority was 
req uired under the law. 
The rejected plan, called the soil 
bank base acreage program would 
have allotted 51 million acres to 
corn farmers in the commercial 
area, which presently comprises 
89 4 major producing counties in 24 
mid western eastern and southern 
states. 
The old one. referred to as the 
acreage allotment program, pro­ 
vides for apportionment of only 
37.288.000 acres among the sam e 
farmers. 
The new plan had been advanced 
because the old one—using a for­ 
mula 
in the 19 38 farm law 
— 
resulted, in sharply reduced allot­ 
ments and widespread overplant- 
ing and noncomphance. 
The only penalty for failing to 
comply with allotments is loss of 
eligibility for price supports. Be­ 
cause many growers 
exceeded 
their allotments and thus became 
ineligible for price supports, the 
old program was widely regarded 
as ineffective in preventing over­ 
production and in stabilizing prices. 
Benson had indicated clearly he 
favored the new plan, which Con­ 
gress wrote into the soil bank law 
this year with his approval.

not on the larger allotment of the 
new plan, but on a provision that 
would have given the secretary of 
agriculture much greater leeway 
in setting price supports on corn 
after 19 57.

Foils of Majority, but 
Four Referendums Go 
As They W ere Expected 


VVASHINTON 
F a rm e rs ’

jection of a new corn control pro­ 
gram favored by S ecretary of Ag­ 
riculture Benson appeared today 
to have opened, the door for a 
broad and politics-studded congres­ 
sional review of federal farm pro­ 
gram s. 


In one of five separate crop ref­ 
erendum s yesterday, corn grow ers 
in an designated com m ercial a re a 
f voted in effect to stick with an 
old program authorized in 1988 — 
even with its widely adm itted short 
comings. 


Some doubtless voted against the 
new- Benson proposal on the basis 
of promises of Sen. 
H um phrey 
(D-Minn.> a sh arp critic of the 
secretary, that he would sponsor 
new legislation next y ear to elim ­ 
inate w eaknesses of the old plan. 
F our other referendum s went as 
expected. F a rm e rs voted to con­ 
tinue rigid federal m arketing quo­ 
tas on upland cotton, extra long 
staple cotton, rice and 
peanuts. 
The quotas a re designed to help 
prevent production of surpluses. 
F a rm legislation this year pro­ 
duced some of the sharpest politi­ 
cal skirmishing in Congress, with 
President Eisenhow er vetoing one 
big D em ocratic bill. 


The corn referendum produced 
257 874 votes for the new proposal 
and 163.227 for the old one. This 
w as a m ajority of 61.2 per cent 
for the new one. but a 66.7 per 
cent or two thirds m ajority w as 
required under the law. 
The rejected plan, called the soil 
bank base acreag e program would 
have allotted 51 million acres to 
corn farm ers in the com m ercial 
area, 
which presently com prises 
894 m ajor producing counties in 24 
midvvestern eastern and southern 
states. 


The old one, referred to as the 
acreage allotm ent program , pro­ 
vides for apportionm ent of only 
37.288.000 acres am ong the sa m e 
farm ers. 
The new plan had been advanced 
because the old one—using a for­ 
mula 
in 
the 
1988 farm law 
— 
resulted, in sharply reduced allot­ 
ments and w idespread overplant­ 
ing and noncom pbance. 
The only penalty for failing to 
comply with allotm ents is loss of 
eligibility for price supports. Be­ 
cause m any grow ers 
exceeded 
their allotm ents and thus becam e 
ineligible for price supports, the 
old prog ram w as widely reg ard ed 
as ineffective in preventing over­ 
production and in stabilizing prices. 


Benson had indicated clearly he 
favored the new plan, which Con­ 
gress wrote into the soil bank law 
this year with his approval. 
Their opposition was 
centered 
not on the larg e r allotm ent of the 
new plan, but on a provision th a t 
would have given the secretary of 
agriculture m uch g reater leew ay 
in setting price supports on c o m 
after 1957.

WASHINTON (F»—Farmers’

jection of a new corn control pro­ 
gram favored by Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Benson appeared today 
to have opened, the door for a 
broad and politics-studded congres­ 
sional review of federal farm pro­ 
grams. 


In one of five separate crop ref­ 
erendums yesterday, corn growers 
in an designated commercial area 
Voted in effect to stick with an 
old program authorized in 19:W — 
even with its w idely admitted short 
comings. 


Some doubtless voted against the 
new Benson proposal on the basis 
of promises of Sen. 
Humphrey 
• D-Minn.i a sharp critic of th* 
secretary, that he would sponsor 
new legislation next tear to elim­ 
inate weaknesses of the old plan. 
Four other referendums went as 
expected. Farmers voted to con­ 
tinue rigid federal marketing quo­ 
tas on upland cotton, extra long 
staple cotton, rice and 
peanuts. 
The quotas are designed to help 
prevent production of surpluses. 
, Farm legislation this year pro­ 
duced some of the sharpest politi­ 
cal skirmishing ai Congress, with 
President Eisenhower vetoing one 
big Democratic bill. 


The corn referendum produced 
257.874 votes for the new proposal 
and 163,227 for the old one. This 
was a majority of 61.2 per cent 
for the new' one, but a 66.7 per 
cent or two thirds majority was 
required under the law. 


The rejected plan, called Ute soil 
bank base acreage program would 
have allotted 51 million acres lo 
corn fanners in the commercial 
area, which presently comprises 
894 major producing counties in 24 
midwestern eastern and southern 
states. 


The old one, referred to as th* 
acreage allotment program, pro­ 
vides for apportionment of only 
37 288.OOO acres among the sam# 
farmers. 
The new plan had been advanced 
because the old one—using a for­ 
mula 
in the 1938 farm law 
— 
resulted in sharply reduced allot­ 
ment's and widespread overplant­ 
ing and noncompliance. 
The only penalty for failing to 
comply with allotments is loss of 
eligibility for price supports. Be­ 
cause many growers

PROGRESS FOR MISSOURI 
With the next regular session of 
M issouri's General Assembly less 
than two months off, legislative 
leaders have already started m ak­ 
ing plans foi a program for both 
houses to follow. The 1957 ses­ 
sion. starting in January, will be 
expected to cover many subjects 
and item s, and undoubtedly, much 
can b 
accomplished dining the 
five-month session. 
% 
Early in January the’ legislators 
will receive recommendations from 
Gov 
Jam es T. Blair, Jr. In his 
m essage, Blair is expected to ask 
for increased mental health facil­ 
ities, com plete financing ol the 
foundation school plan, and such 
innovations as indeterm inate sen­ 
tencing for juveniles sentenced to 
state reform atories. 
We hope the governor request* 
and the legislature favorably re­ 
ceives a proposal to increase the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol to 
60(1 men, in order that highway 
safety measures can bi* increased. 
This should be one of the first 
considerations of the 1957 session 
Law m akers should also consid­ 
er the enactm ent of a conflict of 
interest law, which Missouri ha 
not had for many years. Such a 
provision would prohibit state of­ 
fice holders from participating in 
other business which might inter­ 
fere w ith their public responsibili­ 
ties, At the present tim e no queh 
law exists, and until it docs, public 
officials are free to pursue private 
intends without restriction. 
Re­ 
gardless of partisan belief, com­ 
mon sense dictates the enactm ent 
of such a law. 
We trust the General Assembly 
will again consider a 
provision 
which 
would provide for a 
o- 
cailed veto session for that body, 
despite the defeat of such a pro­ 
vision in Amendment No 
I sub­ 
m itted at the November election 
It was the G eneral Assembly which 
first spotted the need for such a 
session, enabling the legislature to 
consider vetoed bills after its ad­ 
journm ent of a regular session. 
Principal objection to the provis­ 
ion in Amendment No. I was the 
m andatory 
clause, 
which 
would 
have created an automatic second 
session following the close of the 
first one, in order that both hous­ 
es could 
consider vetoes which 
the governor had made following 
it; 
adjournm ent.

the legislature deserves the right 
to consider gubernatorial vetoes, 
for without this right, our consti­ 
tutional government is not operat­ 
ing com pletely.
